WASHINGTON; - May | 20.—Presi-

The Senate and House conferees 
on the Muscle Shoals bill reached 
an agreement today and their re- 
port will be submitted to the Senate 
and House tomorrow. The Senate 
must pass onthe conference agree- 
ment first as ‘the measure originated 
in that body. This conference 
agreement, which ironed out the dif- 
ferences between the two houses,

Agree on Shoals Corporation. 


The conferees agreed on the oper-

34 BODIES ARE TAKEN OUT 


Fourteen Men Escape—Res- 
cuers Battle in Feverish Re- 
lays to Get Through Gas.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., May 20.—The 
Mather mine, owned and operated by 
the Mather Collieries Company, to- 
day was slowly giving up the bodies 
of the men who’ perished “deep ‘in 
its depths when an. explosion of gas 
at 4:07 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
wrecked the workings. The estimates 
of the number of entombed ran as 
high as 213, although opinions dif- 
fer. 

The revised figures on the dead 
showed thirty-four bodies now in the 
morgue, with thirty more in sight:in 
the mine. Fourteen men are known 
to have been saved. 

Rescue crews, helmeted and grimly 
determined, worked feverishly in re- 
lays all of last night and today bring- 
ing up the bodies and searching for 
those who it is hoped escaped the 


. death-dealing blast, ‘which, curiously 


enough, while wrecking. several of 
the main entries of the mine, did not 
completely ‘stop the work of rescue. 
Of the bodies taken out eighteen 
had been identified. 


Escape by an Airshaft. 

Six of the men who, escaped came 
to safety above ground by laboring 
460 steps from the interior workings 
of the mine to an airshaft.some dis- 
tance from the entrance. The others 
at various times made their way to 
safety on the cage coming out of the 
mine with rescue workers.

BERLIN, Monday, May 21.—Re- 
turns from yesterday’s. German par- 
liamentary elections’ received up to 
midnight clearly- record a sweeping 
victory for the Socialists. In almost 
the same ratio as their voting 
strength increased over its 1924 fig- 
ure,. that of .the.Nationalists has 
diminished. 

The Reichstag: representation of 
the Socialists should be swelled by 
at least twenty-five and perhaps 
more than thirty seats, while that 
of the Nationalists should be dimin- 
ished by about the. same number. 
Reactionary Junkerdom’s loss, how- 
ever, is proportionately greater than 
the Socialist gain, for the latter 
had a membership of 131 in the old 
Reichstag and the Nationalists only 
111. 

The victory of Germany’s strongest 
party, which, when the results of the 
polling in Berlin and in the Ruhr 
industrial centres come in, may de- 
velop into a veritable landslide, is the 
outstanding feature ‘of the election. 
It insures the nomination of a Social- 
ist to head the new German Govern- 
ment, who is almost certain to be 
Otto Braun, the Prussian Premier. 


Coalition Majority Possible. 


It may also produce a majority for 
the~so-called Weimar Coalition, al- 
though the other two Republican fac- 
tions belonging to that combination, 
the Catholic Centre and the Demo- 
crats, appear to have lost some 
ground in the election. 

Early returns indicated gains for 
both the extreme Right and Left in 
excess of what had been expected. 

Thanks to their intensive and cost- 
ly.‘campaign activities, financed by 
Moscow, the Communists probably 
have added three or four members 
to their Parliamentary delegation. 

The German Fascisti, or  Voel- 
kische group, whose supreme over- 
lord is General Ludendorff, also may 
have one or two additions to their 
present membership. of . fourteen, 
which, however, will exercise no 


practical influence on political 
events. 


Stresemann’s Party Gains. 


While the election of Dr. Gustav 
Stresemann in his two Bavarian con- 
stituencies is not assured, yet his 
candidacy there enabled the German 


People’s Party to roll up a far 
heavier vote than hitherto in Munich, 
the stronghold of German reaction. 

The Foreign Minister, whose ill- 
ness prevented his participation in 
the last ten days of the campaign 
and yesterday kept him away from 
the ee booths, of course, is sure 
of election on the Populists’ Federal 
List.. Although he felt exceptionally 
well in the morning, his physicians 
flatly rejected his plea to out of 
and vote. In the evening he was 
cheered by the reports that his party 
is expected to augment its Parlia- 
mentary strength slightly at the ex- 
pense’ of the Nationalists.

A bulk shipment to a cus- 
tomer had been returned because it 
contained small cinders, which, in 
spite of the utmost care in handling, 
had found their way into the sub- 
stance. 

“A steamship company using North 
River piers. reported as fulJows: » 

“*We are continual receiving 
complaints from our ship officers 
that they cannot keep the ts free 
from cinders while at the pier. .To 
add to this nuisance the suction ven- 
tilating plants on board cannot be 
used becauite, if po Ae cinders are 
pum in and distributed through- 
out the vessels.’ 

“Others who have told of merchan- 
dise injured or made unmerchantable 
include manufacturers of wax, oils 
and grease, flowers and feathers, 
food products, laundry supplies, 
chronometers, ‘nautical instruments 
and art embroideries.

DOUBTS POPE’S. SWAY 
IN AMERICAN POLITICS 


Prof. Muzzey Sees No Threat of 
Conquest if a Catholic Is 
Elected President. 

















There is no threat of a papal.con- 
quest of America if.a Catholic is 
elected President of the United 
States, according to Professor David 
S. Muzzey of the Department of His- 
tory, Columbia University, who spoke 
yesterday morning at a meeting of 
the Brooklyn Society for Ethical 
Culture at the Brooklyn Academy of 
Music, Lafayette Avenue and Ash- 
land Place, 

“If- we-were to take the official 


views -of the papacy literally,’’ said 
Professor Muzzey, ‘‘there would be 
cause for concern. It has condemned 
the separation of Church and State 
and other ideals that we hold sacred 
in America, but there is little need 


to fear that the official pronounce- 


ment of the Catholic Church in Rome 
will take effect here. The Pope has 
been reduced from his sovereignty, 
except as a matter of pretense. The 
‘medieval language in which he 
speaks is a gesture which is not en- 
forced.”’ 

Professor Muzzey said he was not 
making a campaign = eech for Gov- 
ernor Smith, whom he termed ‘a 
candidate prominent in the last con- 
vention who is overwhelmingly popu- 
lar now.’’ He said that his sole topic 
was ‘“‘The Religious Issue in Ameri- 
can Politics,’ with no reference to 
the other issues which concern Gov- 
ernor Smith’s campaign, 

ge the religious issue were the 
only one,’’ said Professor Muzzey, ‘‘I 
would be inclined to cast my vote for 
a Catholic: merely to bring it to a 
point. The. timidity of this country 
is increasing year by year. The re- 
ligious question has come up in 
American politics before, and I 
would like to see the danger met.” 

Referring again to the shorn au- 
thority of the Pope, Professor Muz- 
zey remarked that ‘‘Mussolini talks 
to him like a Dutch uncle, using the 
same kind of language that the Pope 
in the twelfth century was accus- 
tomed to employ in addressing kings 
and princes, 

‘Ecclesiastical lawyers. are predict- 
ing dire consequences if we elect a 
Catholic President, but even if a 
Catholic were placed in the White 
House he would lean backward to 
avoid seeming to bend toward the 
Catholic Church or the Pope at 
Rome. Even if the Pope were so 
foolish as to..try to throw a monkey 
wrench into our American system 
and the 20 per cent. American Cath- 
olic population were to follow him, 
how long do you think the other 80 
per cent would stand for it?’’

BiG LOSSES IN SOME AREAS 


Despite 110 Arrests in the Ukraine 
and 178 in Siberia, May Collec- 
tions Are Below Estimate.

MOSCOW, May 20.—No figures re- 
garding the area of the Spring sow- 
ing are yet available and the lack 
of them is beginning to cause,.anx- 
iety. 

It has already gradually leaked, out 
that Winter wheat suffered severely 
in North Caucasus,, Kouban. and 
parts of the Ukraine, which are the 


chief export regions. According to 
the Government plan, the Spring 


sowing should show an increase of 
3 per cent. over last year, which will 
just about make up the losses on 
the Winter sowing which was propor- 
tionately that much smaller, 

But there is reason to believe that 
the program will not be fulfilled. 
In contrast to the official silence, 
private experts, both native and for- 
eign, take a somewhat cuenta sy 
point of view. 

The grain collections, toads some- 
what improved in the third five-day 
period of May averaged only about 
one-third of the estimated figure for 
the first half of the month. This 
condition prevails despite the most 
vigorous efforts. 

Thus the Izvestiya remarks casually 
that 110 persons have been arrested 
in one region of the Ukraine for 
“‘speculation” in grain. A few days 
ago the Pravda with the same non- 
chalance reported 178 arrests in one 
district in Siberia. 

Meanwhile, the press reports a satis- 
factory increase in the number of 
collective farms, which it is hoped to 
compensate the reduced production 


by the richer section of the peasants. 
The practice hitherto has shown 
that these collective farms put a 
premium upon idleness, are un- 
—— among the stable elements 

the villages and are economically 
unproductive. 

But the Kremlin regards them as 
important in its attempt to socialize 
the countryside and hopes to make 
them a success by the efforts of local 
Communists and Communist youth.

MILIUKOV PREDICTS 
RUSSIAN DEMOCRACY 


Kerensky Minister Tells 2,500 
Here Soviet Will Doom Itself 
Without Outside Aid. 











More than 2,500 Russians—among 
them Socialists, Communists and 
‘‘liberals’’ in general as well as mon- 
archists—gathered at Cooper Union 
yesterday afternoon to hear Profes- 
sor Paul U. Miliukov, Russian For- 
eign Minister under the short-lived 
Kerensky régime, discuss ‘‘The Pres- 
ent Situation in Russia.” 

The Communists came to boo and 
hiss and had the evident intention of 
breaking up the meeting by con- 
tinued loud heckling of the speaker, 
but after members of the large de- 
tail of police which guarded the hall 
had ejected several ringleaders and 
stalked up and down the aisles with 
threatening nightsticks the attempts 
became half-hearted and Professor 
Miliukov was permitted to proceed 
with his speech and answers to ques- 
tions. His utterances continued to 
be punctuated by outbursts of 
mingled applause and disapproval,

Certain reactionary 
groups, he said, still cherish hope for 
the old régime, but whatever else 
may happen, he asserted, the de- 
struction of monarchistic Russia will 
remain complete. Equally certain it 
is, he maintained, that communism 
in its present form will soon disap- 
pear and give way to a new and 
‘more democratic’ order. ‘‘Russia 
will develop along republican and 
democratic lines, on the basis of fed= 
eral organization of the nationalities 
and peoples inhabiting our great 
country,’’ he said.

SCIENCE STUDY REQUIRED 


Variety of Elective Courses Pro- 
vided for Students Who Have 
Acquired Fundamentats. 


Radical changes in the teaching 
plan’ of the College of the City of 
New York will be made this Fall, ‘it 
was announced yesterday..by M. J. 


} Stroock; Chairman of the Board of 
‘? Trustees ‘of the ‘college. 


The new..curriculum, as organized 
by President Frederick B. Robinson 
and a Faculty committee, will lay 
great stress on the importance of 
correct speaking and writing, exact- 
ing spécial additional study of stu- 
dents who fall below par in this re- 
spect. All students will be required 
to. read, write and speak a foreign 
language by the junior year, and 
will not be permitted to proceed fur- 
ther until they are well versed in 
this language. All students will be 
required to take a general course in 
science, and will have to show some 
grasp of scientific technique. A gen- 
eralized mathematical course is also 
prescribed for all students. 

The new curriculum provides also 
for (5 Seger ong ee and for a variety of 
electives for students after their fun- 
damental training has been acquired. 
The announcement continues: 

“Another feature of the prescribed 
group will be a survey course deal- 
ing with the material universe, in- 
cluding some treatment of astron- 
omy, geology, physics, chemistry, 
biology and geography. In order that 
students. m ave some grasp of 
scientific tec aah each one will be 
required, in addition to this compre- 
hensive course, to.’pursue one of 
the basic sciences, namely, physics, 
chemistry or biology, in a laboratory 
course going through the entire year. 

“The. committee. also. commented 
most favorably upon certain features 
of the civilian drill course and finally 
recommended that military science 
be. retained as hitherto as a basic 
course open as an elective to fresh- 
men and sophomores and as a pro- 
fessional course to qualify for a com- 
mission in the army to juniors and 
seniors. The committee also recom- 
mended that the civilian drill course, 
which is now an alternate elective 
with military science, be compressed 
into a one-year course to be given 
in the junior year. 

“The Faculty resolutions then pro- 
vided for the appointment of a com- 
mittee of three professors from each

for Salary..Rises. and. 
More Students. 


PROVIDES FOR 16 SCHOOLS 


Co-Educational College of Arts Gets 
$1,500,000, the Largest Item _ 
in Appropfiations. 


A budget for New York University 
of $5,909,032.22 for the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1—nearly $500,000 more 
than the budget for. the current year 
ending June 30—includes large salary 
increases for ‘the Paculty and ‘pro- 
vides for. additional. student. enrol- 
ment, it was announced yesterday by 
Chancellor Elmer Hiisworth Brown. 

The budget as adopted is to include 
only schools and departments operat- 
ed by the university corporation and 
excludes all affiliated activities. In 
commenting on the new budget, Con- 
troller Le Roy E. Kimball said: 

“New York University’s budget for 
1928-29 has been prepared under the 
greatest difficulties. 

“The justified askings of many of 
the sixteen schools and. divisions 
were sharply curtailed in view of the 
acute financial situation. It is hoped 
that the endowment income of the 
university will increase more largely 
than it has in the past. New York 
University has less endowment per 
student today than any other large 
university in the country.”’ 

Thé largest item on the new bud- 


get is for instructional salaries, the. 


total being $3,158,150.84, an ‘Incréase 
of about $400,000 over the current 
year. The largest budget of a single 
school is that of Washington Square 
College, the co-educational arts col- 
lege, where expenses have been au- 
thorized to a total of approximately 
$1,500,000. 

The School of Commerce, Accounts 
and Finance comes second, with ex- 
penses totaling nearly $1,000,000. The 
College of Arts and Pure Science and 
the College of Engineering, located 
at University Heights, have a total 
budget appropriation of $750,000, and 
the School of Education’s expenses 
for the year are estimated at $625,000.

PLANE PASSENGER KILLED

WOMAN IS DROWNED; 
COMPANION MISSING 


Plumbing Contractor’s Wife 
Dies in Eastchester Bay on 
Way to His Launch. 


MAN’S BODY IS NOT FOUND 


Husband Was Asleep After Being 
Rowed First to Craft—No 
Trace of Boat. 


Mrs. Catherine Kensler, 57 years 
old, of 2,311 Grand Avenue, the 
Bronx, was drowned in Eastchester 
Bay early yesterday morning while 
returning. from a party at Judge’s 
Beach. It was believed that she lost 
her life when the rowboat in which 
she was being taken to her husband’s 
launch upset and plunged her into 
the water. Fred Dawson, 27-year- 
old employe of her husband, who 
was at the oars, was still missing 
last night, as was the boat, and Daw- 
son was also believed to have been 
drowned. 

The woman’s body was found float- 
ing near the shore at the foot of 
Clarence Avenue later in the morn- 
ing and a preliminary investigation 
caused the police to discern certain 
mysterious aspects in the woman’s 
death. A later check-up caused them 
to come to the conclusion that her 
death was accidental. 

Mrs. Kensler, her husband, Frank 
Kensler, a plumbing contractor, and 
Dawson, who lived. at 1,435 Glover 
Street, the Bronx, went to the party 
at Judge’s Beach on Saturday eve- 
ning. The party broke up late and 
Mr. and Mrs. Kensler asked Dawson 
to spend the night with them on their 
launch, which was anchored in East- 
chester Bay, not far away. They 
went.to the foot of Dayton Avenue, 
where a rowboat was tied. 

The boat accommodated only two 
persons. Kensler told the police that 
Dawson rowed him out to the launch 
first. As soon as he got aboard 
and watched Dawson start back for 


Mrs. Kensler he fell asleep, he said, 
and knew nothing of the accident 
until after the recovery of his wife’s 
body. 

The police of the Westchester sta- 
tion said there were no marks of 
violence on the body. The report of 
the Medical Examiner said her death 
was due to accidental submersion. 
Detectives said they believed the 
rowboat had upset while Dawson 
was rowing the woman to the launch. 
The boat was believed to have 
drifted away with the tide. The 
police dragged for Dawson’s body for 
several hours.

morrow, although Senator Smoot ap- 
peared confident that, if they had an 
opportunity to present their views on 
these questions, Senators. Reed and 
Simmons would then: give way and 
a final vote would be had by the 
Senate before the middle of the 
week. 

Senator Johnson and other advo- 
cates of the Boulder Dam project are 
anxious to have the tax bill out of the 
way as quickly as possible. The next 
measure on the ‘calendar is the 
Boulder Dam proposal and the longer 
the tax bill is before the Senate the 
more remote are the chances of fav- 
orable action on Boulder Dam before 
adjournment. 


Conference Must Adjust Bill. 


As soon as the vote is taken the 
Senate bill will go to conference 
with the House, whose tax revision 
program the Senate has altered ma- 
terially during the debate which be- 
gan May 3. It is certain that the 
House will oppose vigorously the 
Senate amendments regarding the 
corporation tax and surtaxes upon 
individual incomes, as well as the 
changes made by the Senate in ad- 
missions, club dues and other levies. 

Although the House lowered the 
existing 18% per cent. corporation 
income tax to 11% per cent., entail- 
ing a revenue loss of $164,000,000, the 
Senate voted for a 12% per cent. tax 
over the protest of Democratic mem- 
bers. The Senate also approved a cut 
involving $25,000,000 in surtaxes on 
individual incomes of between $20,000 
and $80, The House had ‘not 
made any surtax changes. 

The present 10 percent. tax on 
club dues, cut in half by the House, 
was restored by the Senate, which 
in this way retained $10,000,000 reve- 
nue for the Treasury.

Pt the finish. It is probable that he 
could have broken into a sprint at 
the end of the grind that would have 
done credit to a college half-miler in 
training, if it had been necessary for 
him to do it.

Kentucky Derby Victor Had Big 
Reserve to Rass Misstep 
in Last Eighth. et 


SPEED NO LONGER DOUBTED 


Hertz. Colt Pointed for Belmont 
Stakes—Regarded by Many as 
Future 3- -Year-Old King.

Is Reigh Count destined to be the 
three-year-old champion! of 1928? 

It is a question ‘that is naturally 
the aftermath of the Kentucky 
Derby which this son of Sun Reigh 
so brilliantly won. But there -are 
many things. that can happen be- 
tween the classic Derby of Churchill 
Downs and the end of the season. 

For instance, there is the :forth- 
This is a 
one mile and a half struggle over 
which Reigh Count is to be sent. 
The real test for the colt is to come 
in this race. 

Awaiting that test, it is just as 
well to look upon this chestnut as 
about the best thing the three-year- 
old division has shown this. year. 
There is no doubt that his race 
in Kentucky put him above all 
others. 

The victery at Churchill Downs 
disproved charges made in some 
quarters that Reigh Count could not 
show speed for one mile. and a 
quarter. The contention had been 
that he might be able to go & mile, 
but that after that he would be 
through. It wasn’t until. he had 
traveled “one mile. and almost an 
eighth, over a course so deep in mud 
that the fetlocks of the horses were 
lost, that he really began showing 
his ‘speed and his stamina. 


Reigh Count Won in Last Eighth. 
Let any one contemplating that 
race remember that it was in the 
last eighth of a mile that Reigh 
Count whipped Misstep into. sub- 
mission and then came on with the 


fine show of speed to achieve his 
victory, 

Coming home from the Derby are 
some horsemen who declare that 
Reigh Count is the finest of the 
three-year-old division. These same 
mén also set Misstep and Toro in 
the very positions in which they fin- 
ished in the Derby. In other words, 
they maintain that Misstep was just 
enough better than Toro to deserve 
getting the place -behind Reigh 
Count, 

As a matter of fact, the ground 
that both the winner and Toro made 
up in the last six furlongs will have 
to be called into account. For Reigh 
Count it meant victory. For Toro it 
meant only nominal glory; but if it 
can be recalled, it was declared by 
this writer that the ho horse that won 
the Kentu Derby would have to 
beat Toro. his was after the Mc- 
Lean color-bearer was just necked 


out of a victory by Victorian in. the 
Preakness. 


Horses Ran According to Form. 

Reigh Count stood out as a danger- 
ous contender for the Kentucky 
race, Yet there were many others 
with considerable class. But it was 


not a_surprise that Reigh Count 
won. It was a shock to those who 
had backed some of the others, but 
to the majority it was merely a 
question of form asserting itself. 

And Toro’s race may be regarded 
in the same light. _He ran just about 
as he was figured to run. ‘The real 
surprise was Misstep. This colt had 
displayed speed.in his workouts, but 
there was a hint that in competition 
he might not be so fast; He was fast 
enough, but apparently did not have 
the courage. eigh Count defeated 
him inside the eighth pole. Yet Mis- 
step displayed rare speed and up to 
one mile and an eigt th, he will be 
hard to beat. 

That contention naturally arouses 
the argument of how far Reigh 
Count can go. Can he go to the mile 
and a half of the Belmont? 

Trainer Bert Mitchell says he can 
go a mile and a half and then can 
keep on going until the State con- 
stabulary is called out to find the 
horse. A winning trainer; may be 
excused for such a statement. He 
naturally is a bit prejudiced. But 
other trainers and horsemen can 
find in their minds no reason why 
Reigh Count cannot go up to a mile 
and a half. 


Victor Had Plenty in Reserve. 


It is certain that he won easily. 
He came frome behind, which shows 
courage, and when the final test ar- 
rived he was capable of a better ef- 
fort than his: chief adversary. 

Of the others in the Derby, Toro 
will bear watching.

PRESTWICK, England, May 20.— 
The stage is all set for the curtain 
to rise tomorrow on the first round 
of play in the British amateur golf 
championship. It will be an inter- 
national affair, for besides Great 
Britain eleven countries are repre- 
sented. Apart from the Americans 
and Argentinians, all the overseas 
players, however, appear to be Brit- 
ish-born subjects, 

The United States had five entries, 
but one of them, Silas M. Newton, 
has withdrawn and has left Prest- 
wick, which is regarded as a great 
pity. The report says that he does 
not like the course, but the truth is 
that he mentioned the probability of 
scratching from the amateur tourney 
when at Sandwich week before last. 
At Prestwick he was drawn to play 
John McHugh, California champion, 
in the first round: McHugh is an 
pel first favorite among the Amer- 


McHugh Highly Regarded. 
Archie Compston and a few others 
who saw McHugh play in the open 
championship regard him as a dark 
horse likely to go a long way at 
Prestwick, but the experts generally 
think he lacks experience in match 
play: competition ‘since this is the 
first time he has entered such a 
tournament outside of California. 

McHugh, however, has had plenty 
of strenuous games with Macdonald 
Smith, who taught him a whole lot, 
as did George Duncan, Walter Hagen 
and others of the same. calibre. 
At the moment the Prestwick course, 
difficult as it is, is not presenting. 
many terrors to him. 

In practice games McHugh has 
been negotiating.the course in 70 or 
thereabouts, and that is decided- 
ly good shooting. Unfortunately, 
through Newton scratching, McHugh 
won’t be called upon to play until 
Wednesday morning, when he prob- 
ably will meet Sir Ernest Holder- 
ness, twice amateur champion, and 
it promises to be a hard-fought 
match, for it is stated that Holder-

MIJER BOWS IN SEMI-FINAL 


Raynor Beats Former Champion— 
Six of Contestants Likely

Frank H. Goodfellow of the New 
York Athletic Club brought to a close

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‘ACCEPTING BUT EXPLAINING. 


Saturday’s British note to our 
‘Btate Department exhibits a singu- 
lar interplay of personalitiés and of 
doctrines. For a time, the protag- 
onists were M. BRIAND and Secre- 
tary KELLOGG. They were at one in 
‘aim and hope but not in expression. 
‘When the French alternative sug- 
gestions regarding the treaty to re- 
nounce war reached Washington, the 
State Department was sorely disap- 
pointed. The French plan was sadly 
different from the American. But 
now comes Sir AUSTEN CHAMBER- 
LAIN, declaring with the surprised 
but benevolent air of HENRI IV: 
“You are both right.” He heart- 
fly approves the French. proposals 
as well as the American, remarking 
that he sees no essential difference 
‘between them. It'is long since such 
a Hegelian reconciliation of oppo- 
sites has been seen in diplomacy. If 
Sir AUSTEN’s. task was to maintain 
friendship equally with France and 
the United’States, he has essayed it 
_ with uncommon adroitness. 

The British Foreign Ministér finds 
his chief solvent of ‘the difficulty, 
not in the terms of the Kellogg draft 
of the treaty, but in the explanatory 
speech which the Secretary of State 
made before the American Society 
of International Law. The substance 
of it was that the treaty did not 
need to be modified in the sense 
urged by M. BRIAND, since every- 
body understood that the points he 
stressed were tacitly agreed to by 
all nations. Included was the fun- 
damental and inherent right to wage 
war in self-defense, as also to pro- 
ceed by force against any signatory 
of the treaty who: had violated it. 
These and the other admissions by 
Secretary: Keiiocc are noted with 
satisfaction by Sir AUSTEN CHAM- 
BERLAIN, who quietly adds, however. 
that a way should be found of 
“placing this understanding on rec- 
‘ ord in some’ appropriate manner 
: ™go that it may have equal value 

™ with the terms of'the treaty itself.” 
This is in line with the suggestion 
of Viscount Grey that an exchange 
of diplomatic” notes be made to 

supplement. and clarify the treaty. 
That they would virtually make it a 
different treaty from the one which 
Sectetary KELLOGG submitted to the 
leading European nations and to 
Japan is evident on: the face of 
things. ‘The Department of State is 
now reported’ to be much pleased 
and encouraged by the British reply. 
This is, indeed, in the finest. temper, 
but even a casual reading of it shows 
‘ that the British Empire is no more 
ready than the Republic of France 
to commit itself to obligations which 
may run counter to others which 
| §t has assumed, or which may. fail 
, to pafeguard certain ° of its vital 
* interests. _ 

- What these are, in the opinion of 

the British Government, Sir AUSTEN 
makes perfectly clear. 

The: British Empire has undertaken 
‘responsibilities in distant. regions, 
with the discharge of which it can 
brook no interference from the out- 
side. The British Foreign Minister 
points out, that the United

It is«plain that the spirit. ‘ana 
intent of the ‘American propasals 
commended themselves to the British 
Government....So, they did to the

many. But all three of them clearly 
perceive the need either of reserva- 
tions to' the treaty, or of explicitly 
formulated official interpretations 
of it, before they can sign: The need 
of further discussion is emphasized 
by Sir. AUSTEN CHAMBERLAIN. © It 
will doubtless be had, since it is 
obviously desirable. But-no steps 
which may later be found necessary 
can be regarded as a retreat from 
tte main principle which has now 
been heartily endorsed by the British 
Government, speaking also for the 
self-governing Dominions of the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth. All that is left 
now is to devise the legal means to 
cause that principle to be applied 
fruitfully in the practice of nations. 
That will be triumph enough for both 
American diplomacy and for the 
peaceful desires of all countries. 


NOT PEACE, BUT A SWORD. 

Is it a hope, an illusion or a fact 
that former Senator WADSWORTH 
and Dr. BUTLER have promised the

the party to make no fight at Kan- 
sas City for the repeal of the Eigh- 
teenth Amendment, though reserv- 
ing the right to support any proposal 
concordant with their views that 
may be made by somebody else? 
Their frank, courageous and ‘brave 
opposition has made them bogies to 
the Drys. Vain attempts were made 
to prevent the election of one as a 
delegate-at-large, of the other as a 
district delegate. Not long ago Mr. 


+} WADSWORTH said truly that the ma- 


jority of New York Republicans and 
Democrats were against prohibition. 
Less than two weeks ago Dr. BUTLER 
wrote the Jersey Republican candi- 
date for United States Senator, 
whose platform demanded repeal of 
the Dry amendment, that any other 
position “is un-American, un-Repub- 
“lican and profoundly revolutionary 
“as well as immoral.” 

Are these generous voices to be 
hushed for the sake of a phantom 
harmony? Is the prime issue, as 
they have seen it, to be burked under 
their eyes without their resistance? 
That resistance might be hopeless, 
but none the less worth making. 
It is true that counsels are divided 
between modification of the Volstead 
act and repeal of the amendment. 
When is the time for either to be 
ripe, if, to avoid a “‘ fight in the con- 
vention,” both parties close eyes and 
mouths to the one imminent and 
vital subject most passionately 
and constantly discussed by most 
Americans? 

Whatever appearance of concord 
may be juggled in conventions, there 
is implacable war outside, in both 
prties. The hypocritical silences of 
platforms are but another reminder 
of the long hypocrisy of prohibition. 
The perpetual serial of prohibition 
enforcement is. futility, corruption. 
murder; violation of the rights of 
the citizen; sapping of respect for 
law, degradation of morals; Peck- 
sniff in Congress, Bill Sikes on the 
highway. Never believe that th> 
Wets won’t find a way of dealing a 
whack at prohibition this year. Dr. 
BUTLER foresaw this last January 
when he said that “the voters, in 
“ making their choice between parties 
“and candidates in November next 
“will have to be guided by the per- 
“sonality and character of the can- 
“didate and by his personal atti- 
“tude toward this question, rather 
“than by any declaration of the 
“party platform.” 


A CHURCH IN POLITICS. 


Apparently but one voice was 
raised in the convention of the 
Southern Baptists against a resolu- 
tion pledging their Church, in effect, 
to vote against Governor SMITH if 
he is nominated for the Presidency. 
The sole delegate who vubjected did 
so on the ground, not. that he-was 
for the Governor, and not that he is 
a Wet, but because the action of the 
convention would.“ inject the Bap- 
tist organization into politics,” and 
thus would violate one of the fun- 
damental principles of our Govern- 
ment and of the. Church itself. One 
can imagine the furious outcry 
which would be raised by Baptists 
both North and South, and by Meth- 
odists, Presbyterians, and all other 
Protestant denominations, if any 
assembly- of the Catholic Church 
were to take a similar stand for or 
against any political party, or any 
possible ‘candidate for the Presi- 
dency. It would be said that it was 
an attempt to undermine the very 
foun@stions of our Government. But 
the Baptists at Chattanooga seem 19 
think that it is right and commend- 
able for them to do what they would 
violently condemn in the Catholic 
Church. 

Happily, the resolutions adopted 
are not binding on the conscience of 
any Southern. Baptist. They do not 
in the least mean.that the voting 
members of the Southern Baptist 


‘Church will cast their ballots for the 


Republican nominee. ‘The distinctive 
theory. of the Baptist Church is the 
" }entire independence of the local con- 
gregation. It is a law unto itself. 

It.is not Fequired to accept dictation 
froma’ bishop of @ hierarchy. Not| 


,even.a general convention has power 


to-bind or loose a separate Baptist 
church, much less the individual 
members thereof. Hence it is to be 


‘expected that after the motions have 





been gone through of an appeal to 
the mational conventions of;the two 
political parties, ‘all Baptists will 
feel ‘frée to follow their own’ indi- 
vidual and private judgment. -When 
they are not: compelled to submit 
even in questions having to do with 
faith and morals, it is not probable 
that they will meekly acquiesce 
when told how to vote,-even if the 
direction comes from a defeated 
public man, like Mr. UPSHAW of 
Georgia. It was he who character- 
istically exhorted the Baptists at 
Chattanooga to ‘support the “re- 
“strained and dignified indictment 
“of a cocktail candidate for the 
“White House.” 


SCIENTISTS IY BATTLE. 

Parisians who speak of their city 
as still the intellectual capital of the 
world—a claim which many non- 
Frenchmen are ready -to- acknowl- 
edge—would base their contention 
on an incident like last week’s pro- 
ceedings at a public session of the 
French Academy of Medicine. In 
what other city would a debate on 
the .merits of a new prophylactic 
against tuberculosis give rise to 
turbulent: scenes on the floor and to 
partisan disturbances in the galler- 
ies? The occasion was the second 
hearing on the douhts raised by 
Professor LIGNIERES of Buenos Aires 
concerning the effectiveness of Pro- 
fessor CALMETTE’S “B, C. G.” anti- 
tuberculosis vaccine. The Argen- 
tinian savant questioned the expe- 
diency of employing the new vaccine 
for immunizing children not directly 
exposed to infection. He stressed 
the possibility of creating by means 
of the vaccine an infection where 
none existed. The world will be glad 
to learn that the burden of trained 
opinion at the Academy meeting 
was in favor of CALMETTE. His 
critic’s objections were held to be 
based upon “negative ” evidence. 

Scientists themselves admit that 
the layman may have an exaggerat- 


»|ed idea. of the “scientific spirit.” 


They are ready enough to assert 
that in the realm of science the mo- 
tives of objective truth, of freedom 
from personal prejudice and vain- 
glory, are more potent than in any 
other field of human activity. But 


scientists are human, and a chemical: 


trace of the old Adam will show even 
in the laboratory. The history of 
science is by no means free from 


?|) passionate controversies in which 


such human weaknesses as envy and 
spite have manifested themselves. It 
is the scientific ideal that every 
worker in the field shall stand ready 
to abandon his favorite hypothesis 
before the challenge of fact. But a 
certain degree of obstinacy is un- 
avoidable. It is hard to abandon a 
theory upon. which years of arduous 
labor have been expended. It is to 
be expected that the investigator 
will fight to the last—short of ceas- 
ing to. be a scientist. A large meas- 
ure of obstinacy, of self-confidence, 
of bumptiousness even, is required 
for the eye-breaking and  back- 
breaking’ and mind-breaking labor 
that go into the conquest of scien- 


» | tific truth. 


Usually the world hears little or 
nothing of the debates of science; 
yet science lives on debate. The 
friendly war is carried on in the 
laboratories and the communiqués 
are printed in the more than obscure 
technical journals. It is only neces- 
sary for investigator A to bring for- 
ward a ‘hypothesis in order to. cause 
a hundred other seekers to. seize 
their tubes and microscopes for the 
purpose of confirming or confuting. 
On this very question of tuberculosis 
immunization an article by S. A. 
PETROFF in the last annual medical 
report of the Trudeau Sanatorium 
shows what an army of students has 
been at work—KOCH and ROMER, 
WEBB and WILLIAMS, BROWN,,. HEISE, 
PETROFF,, SELTER, ARLOING, KLIM- 
MER, BESREDKA, NOGUCHI, RABINO- 
WITSCH, members of the greatest of 
all internationals, the International 
of Science. Only now and then do 
their debates reach the public, as in 
the attacks that PAsTeuR  him- 
self had to sustain or the tragic 
controversy over ROBERT KOCH’S 
tuberculin. 


OVERLOADING THE PLANNERS. 

All responsible authorities.are now 
agreed that New York City should 
have a permanent official planning 
commission, Three of the subcom- 
mittees of the Mayor’s Committee 
on Plan and Survey have recom- 
mended the establishment of such a 
body.. Apparently, some of the sub- 
committeemen would make the new 
board a sort of general utility body, 
charged with all manner of: duties 
from bus control to charter-.naking. 
Thus the subcommittee on depart- 
mental reorganization suggests that 
the verma.ent. commission, already 
constructively loaded with such siz- 
able responsibilities. as transit, traf- 
fic, zoning, the control of public im- 
provements and the distribution of 
population, shall in its leisure mo- 
ments take on the job of. reorganiz- 
ing the City Government.’ 

Mr. MCANENY, in his report on 
Distribution of Population, indicated 
the proper composition and functions 
of the permanent planning commis- 
sion. It should be made up of ex- 
perts, charged with thé preparation 
of a-“ master” plan for the future 
physical development of the city. -\s 
the advisers of the Board of: Esti-

a public improvement program and 
the relation of transit and terminal 


facilities to the plan as a whole. Re- 
lief from. traffic congestion would 
be one of their incidental ‘objectives, 
but*it*would be short-sighted to im- 
pose on them any responsibility for 
the details. The commission would 
become an agency of the City Gov- 
ernment, but it would be foolish to 
set it at work reconstructing that 
Government. 

The Mayor’s committee was itself 
expected to blaze the way to that re- 
form. The subcommittee which has 
had the matter in hand for the past 
year does not seem to have suffered 
from any excess of zeal. Perhaps it 
got lost in the maze of overlapping 
jurisdictions and wearied of the task 
of finding a way out. Its principal 
specific recommendations appear to 
be a new Department of. Hospitals, 
along lines urged by the medical 
fraternity, and a new all-embracing 
Department of Buildings. Other de- 
partmental reorganization problems 
it would leave to a permanent plan- 
ning commission composed chiefly of 
city officials. As a. matter of fact, 
there is already such an agency in 
existence. Over a year ago the 
Mayor had himself appointed a mem- 
ber of a special committee of the 
Board of Estimate which was to look 
into this very matter, but the com- 
mittee has never been heard from 
since. If still a third agency has to 
be set up, it should be entirely dis- 
tinct from the permanent planning 
commission. 


SPECIAL LIBRARIES. 


Today, tomorrow and Wednesday 
the men and women in charge of 
special libraries all over the coun- 
try will hold their annual confer- 
ence in Washington. The President 
of the District of Columbia Library 
Association has extended an invita- 
tion to inspect the 220 libraries of 
Washington, and similar opportuni- 
ties, together with the regular meet- 
ings, will make the gathering a busy 
one. The zreat variety of subjec: : 
represented in the association gives 
an organization of- such librarians 
an appearance of artificial cohesion. 
To the general public there seems 
little to interest the-librarian of a 
collection of public document: in 
the person in charge of a library 
of botanical works. The individual 
with a priceless collection of Ori- 
ental volumes may wonder what 
brings the librarian of a similar 
public collection to a convention 
with librarians of railway econom- 
ics, the works of ROBERT BURNS, 
geclogical surveys, farm records, 
war maps, or criminology. 

In the development of special 
libraries to serve certain industries, 
research or the Government it has 
been found that the methods of 
management suited to'more general 
collections had to be adapted and in 
some instances abandoned. Many 
special libraries consist largely of 
pamphlets, magazines or mimeo- 
graphed material which cannot be 
safely handled in a way ‘suited 
to well-bound books. Files have to 
be as elastic as possible to accor1- 
modate the growth and shifting of 
the accumulation. In some cases 
technical subjects overlap, and libra- 
rians are able to pick up desired 
information by broadcasting re- 
quests at the convention or through 
the monthly magazine of the organ- 
ization. While the special libraries 
are not intended primarily for the 
use of the public, it is worth while 
to know about them, for they are 
not niggard in response to inquiries. 
One may get in touch with remark- 
ably complete and accessible knowl- 
edge of almost every conceivable 
topic through one or another of 
them. 


JAPAN AND MANCHURIA. 


It is premature to read into 
Japan’s warning that there must be 
no fighting in Manchuria any sinis- 
ter chan‘ e in her relations to that 


region. Ever since the Russo-Jap- : 


anese War Japan has looked upon 
Manchuria as of special concern to 
her. Although the three provinces 
that comprise Manchuria are still 
under Chinese governmental juris- 
diction,. Japanese influence has been 
sufficiently strong to isolate that 
section from the evil effects of 
China’s civil wars.. By maintaining 
peace in Manchuria, and by operat- 
ing the South Manchurian Railway 
with a high degree of efficiency, the 
Japanese have made of this portion 


‘|of China a haven of refuge and 


prosperity. Millions of Chinese cool- 
ies have migrated to Manchuria in 
the last few years in order to escape 
the terrors of civil war and starva- 
tion and to enjoy the opportunity 
to make a living which they are 
assured in Manchuria. 

It is: true that powerful factors in 
Japan have long sought to extend 
Japan’s sway over Manchuria. The 
southern section has been, in fact if 
not in form, a sort of Japanese pro- 
tectorate for the last twenty years. 
But ‘with the exception of the Lan- 
sing-Ishii agreement, which is no 
longer in operation, Japan’s efforts 
to have her special position in 
Manchuria formally recognized by 
foreign . Governments have. met 
with little success. Even the United 
States Government, when it nego- 
tiated the’ Lansing-Ishii agreement 
whereby it recognized that. “ Japan 
“has special interests in China, par- 
_eularly, in the part to which her 

“ possessions are contiguous,” ‘made 
elaborate explanations to the effect 
that this did not admit that Man- 
churia was in any sense Japanese 





territory. 
That Japan would use her influ- 


| ence—and her troops, if need be—in 


order to prevent the extension of the 
civil war into Manchuria has always 
been obvious. Her formal statement 
to this effect is only disconcerting if 
it is to serve as the starting-point 
of a new policy under which Japan 
would work for the ultimate annexa- 
tion of Manchuria, There are fol- 
lowers of the Prime Minister, Gen- 
eral Baron TANAKA, who hope to see 
this happen. But against them is a 
powerful section of J: apanese opinion 
which, while insisting that the peace 
must not be disturbed in Manchuria, 
is aware that Japanese interests 
have been. and can be adequately 
protected under the existing status. 


THE BELLS OF LOUVAIN. 


High above the new library build- 
ing of the University of Louvain 
rises a tower from which forty-eight 
bells, presented by American engi- 
neers in memory of their brothers 
who. gave their lives in the World 
War, will on our Independence Day 
begin to sing the hours and quarter 
hours. ‘They will also take part in 
the stately academic and municipal 
ceremonials of the city which has 
risen from the ruins of old Louvain. 
The bells of.the carillon were last 
week tested at Croydon, in England, 
and. thrilled with their music the 
ears of the Burgomaster of Louvain 
and others who visited the foundry 
to hear their first singing of the 
Belgian national anthem. Since the 
day in August, 1914, when their 
predecessors sounded the alarm at 
the approach of the enemy and were 
silenced by the flames of the burn- 
ing librazy, time has not had its 
sonorous measure there; but, like 
the dial which counts only the hours 
tha: are serene, they will take up 
the chronicle of Belgium where it 
was halted when the shadow fell 
across the land. 

The considerate could not wisa 
that all that happene. when the 
clouds of war hung vvér Belgium 
should fall into oblivion. They will 
desire to keep ever the memory of 
that heroic shepherd of Louvain, 
Cardinal MERCIER, even if what he 
called “the criminal folly ” of those 
who darkened its skies is forgotten 
Save as it-is made to praise him and 
those who shared in-his righteous 
and hoble protests. Even he would 
now, no doubt, say of his land and 
his people what Hecuba said of an- 
cient Troy and her people in the 
midst of their affliction: 

All is well. 

Had He not turned us in His hand 
and thrust 

Our high things low and shook our 
hills as dust, 

We had not been the splendor and 
our wrong 

And everlasting music for the song 

Of earth and heaven. 

The music of the Louvain bells 
will make unnecessary the legend, 
even in. Latin words of varying 
trans-ation, which it is propose’ to 
inscribe beneath them. The wrath 
of man will be turned to praise of 
those who resisted. There is a 
better motto to inscribe on the 
house which wisdom has again 
builded for herself—a modificatic 1 
of one which MAETERLINCK found 
on the sundial of a church in a vil- 
lage in France—where fig trees and 
clambering aloes grow amid crum- 
bling rocks. As the motto runs 
there, it expresses a belief.that jus- 
tice will be done to mortals only in 
another world, “L’heure de la jus- 
“tice ne sonne pa3 aux cadran= ce 
“ce monde.” But the movement 
toward the settlement of interna- 
tional differences through agencics 
that endeavor to do justice allows 
the faith that it may yet come in 
this world. Clocks are now syn- 
chronized around the globe. It re- 
mains to bring them to sound in 


unison with the bells of Louvain::. 


“The hour of justice strikes on the 
dials of thi. world.”

Why should there be a strain- 
ing after the legal limit when a few 
good fish have been taken? It is not 
true sportsmanship. .Other anglers 
are coming along to whip the stream 
or to cast in the lake. They will have 
a better chance of enjoying a day’s 
sport if those who precede them are 
satisfied with a moderate catch. 


The Department of 
the Interior gave 
out a statement last 
week which received 
little notice in the 
East, although it must carry a thrill 
to the old-timers. in the far North- 
west. Fairbanks, Alaska, famous in 
gold-rush days and the “urthest north 
of President HarbING’s journey a few 
years ago, is coming back into its 
own. There was a day when it boasted 
20,000 inhabitants, but with the ex- 
haustion of the easily worked surface 
gold deposits and the retrogression of 
the territory after the boom period 
the population of the town dwindled 
to a scant 2,000. Now i: has doubled. 

The cause of this modest prosperity 
is the beginning of gold production 
on a new basis. Gone are the days 
when the lonely prospector was lord 
of, the creeks. In his place has come 
the great corporation, with enough 
capital to finance large-scale opera- 
tions. Pick and pan have given way 
to power plants, dredges and trucks. 
It is said that the company interested 
in this particular venture spent 
$10,000,000 on plant and‘ equipment 
before beginning operations. 

So far as mining is concerned, the 
future of the interior of Alaska will 
largely depend on the success of un- 
dertakings on this scale. But the 
territory has potential resources of 
even greater value in fish, fir and 
field. 


Gold Mining 
Resumed 
in Fairbanks. 


Editors of coun- 
try newspapers are

Questioned, as Are Historic Dates. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 
THe Times recently published an 
article entitled ‘‘Eight Cities Have 
Housed Congress’’! ‘The facts there- 
in menti-ned are of great interest to 
the student of American history, but 
inasmuch as there seems to be a 
widespread misconéeption in regard 
to this subject, it is certainly worth 
while to call attention to the facts 
in the case so that we may under- 
stand them aright. 

‘The writer of the article properly 
states that ““Where the Congress sits, 
there is the capital of the United 
States,’’ but goes on to say that in 
eight cities ‘‘Congress held its ses- 
sions, enacting laws and striving for 
the establishment of the new Repub- 
lic.. One hundred and fifty years ago 
York, Pa., was the capital of the 
United States.” 

There is here most certainly a con- 
flict in terms. One hundred and 
fifty years ago takes us back to 1778. 
The Declaration of Independence had 
been signed in 1776, but that did not 
make us a nation. The Continental 
armies and the Continental Congress 
were in very truth striving for the 
establishment of the new Republic, 
and we know so well many years of 
efforts by these forces and by others 
were required before this object was 
attained. 

Not even did Yorktown or the 
Treaty of Paris in. 1783 accomplish 
the task. If any one doubts the truth 
of that statement, I would advise 
him to read ‘‘The Critical Period of 
American History,’’ by John Fiske, 
and realize the long, arduous efforts 
necessary before the thirteen separate 
States were welded into what James 
Bryce calls ‘‘The American Common- 
wealth.”’ 

It was the Federal Convention of 
1787 which accomplished this great 
undertaking, under the leadership of 
George Washington, who had in such 
masterful manner brought the Revo- 
lution to a victorious conclusion. 

When, then, did the Government of 
the United States really start? What 
is the day we should celebrate as its 
birthday? There are two possible 
answers, both of which are more ap- 
propriate than July 4, 1776, or Sept. 
3, 1783, when th treaty of peace with 
Great Britain was signed at Paris. 
These other dates are June 21, 1788, 
when the new Constitution was rati- 
fied by New Hampshire, the ninth 
State, which made the instrument 
operative, and April 30, 1789, with 
the inauguration of Washington as 
President of the United States. 

The celebration of July 4 as the 
day on which the Declaration of In- 
dependence was signed will, of 
course, continue for all time to come. 
The courage and fortitude of its fram- 
ers will stand as examples to thrill 
the American people, and the torch 
of Liberty they lighted on that day 
will remain .a beacon light for the 
encouragement of the downtrodden 
of the whole world. Nevertheless, it 
remains true that a long, hard strug- 


‘| gle remained to be borne against 


great.odds, both foreign and domes- 
tic, before independence became or- 
ganized into Government, and that 
took place in New York City, which 
thus was the first capital of the 
United States.

Prohibition as It .s Enforced.

I am 73 years old and have been sick for 
some time. My doctor advised me to go to 
Atlantic City, so with my wife, daughter 
and granddaughter I started on May 1 for 
Atlantic City, My doctor told me to take a 
little liquor with me for my heart, as I 
was In a very weak condition. We arrived 
at Niagara Falls, N. Y., about 10 P, M., 
where our handbags and trunks were ex- 
amined by H. ‘Watt, a customs officer. He 
took from my. handbag a small bottle of 
liquor—about nine‘ ounces—and from my per- 
son a six-ounce bottle of gin and a ten- 
ounce bottle of special liquor, a total of 
twenty-five ounces—a modest quantity for a 
Canadian family who had all been sick. 

After a‘long wait and as I was getting 
ready for bed I was taken off the train and 
walked a long distance to a little dark room, 
where I had to stand up while Mr. Watt 
wrote out his summons and taxed me $15 for 
twenty-five ounces of liquor. I appealed to 
him to leave me the’six ounces of gin, as I 
was very weak and afraid I might have a 
bad» attack before reaching Atlantic City, 
but he said he would lose his job if he did. 
1 said: ‘You may be the means of. me 
losing my life if I have a heart attack, but 
that would be only one more to the credit 
of the Eighteenth Amendnient.’”” Then he 
went off without saying a word and left 
me standing in the dark room. The sleeping- 
car porter came along and helped me back 
to my car and family. I was completely 
done out, 

I wonder why this officer could not have 
taken the $15 from mie in the sleeping -car 
without taking me off my train at 10:30 
P. M. on that long walk to his little dark 
room? 

Surely the great United States of America 
will change this aet to one of common sense, 
which all the people in the United States 
and Canada will respect and live up to as 
we do in Canada.

MORE ACTIVITY IN THIS CITY 


Industrial Situation In State Shows 
Further Amelioration—Much 
Outdoor Work.’ 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 20.—A steady 
increase in the volume of employment 
in April, which was expected to con- 
tinue throughout May, was reported 
today by the Employment Service of 
the Department of Labor, of which 
Francis I. Jones is Director General. 
The automobile and allied indus- 
tries, he stated, added large num- 
bers of men to their forces, with 
indications of further increases dur- 
ing the next few weeks. The tron 
and steel mills were reported as hav- 
ing maintained in April the improved 
position gained in the preceding 
month, and plants manufacturing 
building materials employed addi- 
tional workers. 

All outdoor activities increased, the 
report said, absorbing many work- 
ers. The granite industry operated 
at capacity, and.a satisfactory in- 
crease was noted in the demand for 
metal tradesmen. The rubber indus- 
try remained unchanged. There was 
a@ general improvement in practically 
all lines of industry in the mountain 
district, notably agriculture, metal 
mining, building and general con- 
struction work. 

Mr. Jones said that unemployment 
continued in evidence, notwithstand- 
ing the absorption of large numbers 
of workers in April, but that all 
indications pointed to a further in- 
crease in the volume of employment 
throughout the country during May. 

Conditions in State Improve. 

A further improvement in the in- 
dustrial employment situation in New 
York State was reported for April. 
In describing conditions there the 
report, said, in part: 

“Considerable building is under 
way and large municipal improve- 
ment programs have been started in 
several localities. In the iron and 
steel mills employment is closely ap- 
proaching normal. 

“A substantial gain in employment 
occurred in the automobile industry. 
Plants manufacturing automobile 
accessories operated at capacity, 
some working overtime, and this 
class of labor was well employed 
throughout the month. 

“A number of miscellaneous in- 
dustries are still operating with ‘cur- 
tailed forces. Employment in the 
railroad repair shops and several 
branches of the textile industry re- 
mained slightly below normal. Some 
clothing factories operated on re- 
stricted schedules. 

“A surplus of unskilled eke, un- 
skilled factory help and clerical 
workers still exists. Skilled labor is 
well employed in virtually all lines. 
There was a noticeable increase in 
the demand for skilled mechanics in 
the machine industries, and a short- 
age of this class of help was report- 
ed in several localities. 


More Jobs in This City. 


“The upward trend in building and 
construction operations has stimu- 
lated activity and employment in 
plants manufacturing building mate- 
rials. Building tradesmen are more 
fully employed. The demand for 
farm labor is increasing in all parts 
of the State. 

“Favorable conditions also were re- 
ported for New York City, with man- 
ufacturin: oe sh a fur- 
ther slight improvement. Employ- 
ment in factories manufacturing wo- 
men’s dresses, suits and og ery 
continued coe satisfacto The 
trend of acti in the me and 
machine iehegetios moved upward 
and the demand for skilled mechan- 
ics increased..

BOY CANOEISTS RESCUED. 


Three Picked Up In Gravesend Bay 
as Crowd on Shore Cheers. 


Three boys from the Bay Ridge

Also Urge Attack on Occupa- 
tional Nature of Disease. 





WASHINGTON, May 20 @.—De- 
claring that: many large: manufactur- 
ing plants spend two or three times 
the amount for commercial.research 
that: is’ available for cancer study, 
the “committee of specialists called 
by the Government to outline a pro- 
gram for control of the disease to- 
day issued a plea for more funds. 

‘“‘The extraordinary decrease in the 
death rates of the contagious diseases 
has amply demonstrated the power 
of the medical profession to influence 
the death rate when the cause of the 
disease is ee rie the committee re- 


po 
“This is points to a definite need for 
an attack upon cancer as one of the 
major remaining problems of medi- 
cine, which still remain unsolved de- 
spite many years of untiring effort 
of research workers. in this and other 
countries.’’ 

The committee was appointed by 
the conference- of. cancer workers 
called to Washington April 9 by Sur- 
geon General Hugh S. Cumming of 
the Public Health Service. It con- 
sisted of Dr. cis Carter Wood, 
Crocker Research Foundation; Dr. 
James B. Murphy, Rockefeller Insti- 
tute; Dr.. William Howell, Director, 
School ef Hygiene and Public Health, 
Johns Hopkins; Dr. Warren Lewis, 
Carnegie Institution. of Washington, 
and Dr. Joseph W. Schereschewsky, 
Public Health Service. 

The attack, the report said, should 
lie along three lines: Improvements 
in technique of surgery and radia- 
tion; educational propaganda among 
the ‘lay public and the profession, 
and increased research in the cause 
and cure of cancer itself. 

In the latter field. the experts 
stated that a particular need existed 
for.more study in.occupational can- 
cer, and the geographical distribu- 
tion - of: different types of cases. 
Concer among tar, brass and dye 
workers was pointed out as examples 
of little known types, as were ‘“‘spat- 
ter-burn’”’ cancers of workers in 
steel mills. 

Other lines mentioned as likely to 
prove. fruitful in discovering the 
cause of the disease were studies in 
the general biochemistry of the cell 
and the standardization of the meas- 
urement of X-ray and radium radia- 
tion by a single unit.

Two years ago Dr. Burroughs ex- 
amined two great rock forts situated 
on tops of the highest mountains in 
thet section, where it is apparent an 
early race made its last stand against 
the invading Indians from the north. 
Bronze implements of warfare have 
been found in that area. 


MANY MILK BOTTLES LOST. 


Companies BRegin Campaign to End 
- 50,000,000 Yearly Casualties. 


A campaign on behalf of milk 
bottles begins today. Casualties 
among them in New York amount 
to 50,000,000 a year, and 300,000,000 
throughout the nation. Only one- 
fifth of these are lost by breakage, it 
is reckoned, the rest being reported 
missing. 

The milk bottle is an expensive re- 
ceptacle, costing five cents to make, 
twenty milk companies announced 
yesterda ox. It is constructed of ex- 
ceptionally good glass to withstand 
rigorous boiling and rough handling 
in all temperatures. Buyers insist 
that it be crystal clear, so it under- 
goes a costly decolorizing process. 
The public and the milk wagon 
drivers are being asked to give more 
attention to returning bottles in 
future.

JOHN BONHAM, VETERAN 
OF SEPOY REVOLT, DIES 


Last Survivor of Defense of 
Lacknow, 94, Published 
Memoirs Last Week.

LONDON, May 20.—The book re- 
viewers showed much curiosity and 
interest last week over a unique his- 
tory of the. Indian mutiny of 1857. 
It was written by Colonel John Bon- 
ham, 94 years old, last survivor of 
the defense of Lucknow. 

Now, only a few days after the 
publication of his book, comes the 
news that the old Colonel died peace- 
fully — the week-end: at his 
home in Ballintaggart, Ireland. He 
had figured in some of the most 
dramatic incidents of the Sepoy Re- 
volt. In 1905 when King George and 
Queen Mary visited India as the 
Prince and Princess of Wales they 
asked the Colonel to write his mem- 
oirs..

**Those who advocate private ini- 
tiative most fiercely declare that the 
schools in Palestine are unproduc- 
tive,”’. Dr. Weizmann _ said. ae 
have cut our budget 30 to 40 
cent., dropping developments wh on 
we have fought for for years. We 
have done this for the sake of unity 
in America, knowing that this coun- 
try supplies 60 per cent. of. our 
funds.

Mr. Woll in his article says: 

“‘American labor needs to be alert 
and constantly on guard. The in- 
terests seeking to remove the protec- 
tion accorded American labor against 
cheap Continental labor are great, 
powerful and extremely resourceful. 
It is reasonable to believe that with- 
in a few years we will find the in- 
ternational bankers massed solidly 
back of free traders, Already we 
are noticing large purchases abroad.

REGRETS VETERANS’ VIEWS 


And Calls ‘for-Universal Tribute to 
War Dead Under White Banner 
of World Peace. 


The Rev. Ellis Parry, chaplain of 
the British Great War Veterans of 
America,.Inc., and rector of Saint 
Jude’s Episcopal Church, Fourteenth 
Avenue and Fifty-fifth Street, Brook- 
lyn, deplored from his pulpit.yester- 
day morning the action of certain or- 
ganizations of Allied veterans in 
withdrawing from the city’s memo- 
rial parade this year. The withdrawal 
followed recent announcement of the 
order of the G. A. R. banning all 
flags except the American flag m 


the parece. 

Holding that such an order does 
not warrant retirement from the 
demonstration, the organization of 
which Mr. Parry is chaplain has re- 
fused to align itself with the in- 
transigeant organizations. 

“Flag or no flag,’’ Mr. Pa said 
yesterday, ‘‘we want to stand side by 
side with our American brethren in 
solemn remembrance for those who 
sacrificed their lives for their coun- 
try. This is primarily a memoriai 
day, not.a flag day or decoration 
day. The spiritual significance of 
this day is far superior to even the 
greatest of flags. 

‘‘National flags are apt to be mis- 
fits in the picture of international 
brotherhood. They carry under their 
waving wings the ever-awaken 
spirit of separation and antagonism:

“It may be possible for a person 
to establish moral standards without 
having a religious faith; it is even 
ossible for one of little faith to 
now the difference between right 
and wrong. But the real test comes, 
not from action but from knowledge. 
The strength and the will to choose 
the right, especially in the face of 
criticism and ridicule, can come onl 

from the power that comes throug 

believing. Every day we are called 
upon to make decisions, and if we 
have a genuine belief in the reality 
and personality of God, if we can 
think of Him as Jesus did, as a lov- 
ing Father who is interested in our 
welfare and who hears and answers 
our prayers, then we have somethin 

that will carry us through stress an 

storm and will bring sweetness and 
light into our lives.”

Complaints of Stow Buying Are} 


Coming From Retailers 
‘and Wholesalers. _ 


TRADE |S. _ OPTIMISTIC 


Large Building Projects Are Under 
Way, With Unemploy- 
ment Less.

CHICAGO; May 19.—Complaints of 
slow buying throughout the Middle 
West are coming from retailers and 
wholesalers, as their sales in April 
Were disappointing and below last 
year’s. 

In Chicago they are irregular, be- 
ing stimulated by warmer weather, 
and are close to those of a year ago. 

In a few instances where extra ef- 
forts have been made they have in- 
creased, but there is no particular 
snap to the buying. Wholesalers of 
dry goods are selling about the same 
volume as last year. While mer- 
chandising conditions are disap- 
pointing in some sections, consump- 
tion of steel is large, although there 
are indications of seasonal reces- 
sions in new buying. 

As to output, the steel mills in Chi- 
cago are operating at 93 to 95 per 
cent. capacity, which is a shade low- 
er than in previous weeks. When it 
is considered that business for the 
past four months has been the larg- 
est on record with ‘the steel mills, 
there is much to be thankful for. 
New buying is mainly for. near-by 
requirements, and shipments and 
specifications are large. 

Automobile and automobile part 
Makers are operating at high capaci- 
ty. Over-production of steel sheets 
is a drawback, while structural and 
car material is moving well. Arrival 
of 3,500 tons of pig iron by lake 
from the East to compete with local 
furnace iron caused a reduction of 
50 cents a ton by locai furnaces to 
$18, at which a fair business was 
booked. Makers of rail steél bars 
for reinforcing have advanced prices 
$1 to $3 per ton. 

Prospects are for a large buying of 
road machinery cement and material 
suitable for flood prevention along 
the Mississippi River owing to the 
passage of the flood control bill by 
Congress. Another faetor. that means 
large employment for labor and use 
of materials is the preparations for 
the expending of $33,000,000 for con- 
struction of world’s fair ’puildings in 
Chicago for the 1933 fair. .Numerous 
large building projects are under 


way here and employment is holding 
fairly steady. . 


LIVE STOCK PRICES 
GAIN IN THE: WEEK 


Many Lambs Are Coming to Mar- 
ket — Hogs. Alone Show 
. Price Weakness. :

CHICAGO, May 19. — California 
lambs are being marketed freely at a 
record level. Arrivals so far this 
Season are 150,000, while last year for 
the entire season arrivals ‘were only 
203,000. Sales were mainly at $17.75 
to $18.25 with average of all lambs 
$15.70, a drop of 20 cents from the 
previous week and a gain of $1 over 
last year. Sheep values averaged 
lower at $8.20 for the week, a drop 


of 15 cents, but a gain of 70 cents 
over a year ‘ago. Receipts of all 
sheep and lambs were 78,800,.of which 
California furnished about 63 per 
cent. A year ago they were 73,700. 
Estimates for the new week are 
80,000 and will compare with 72,600 
last year. 

Choice beef steers sold at $15, the 
best since last January while. the 
average of all beef steers was $13.30, 

a gain of 15 cents for the week and 
Spanipared with $10.95 last year. Cows 
and heifers closed strong to 25 cents 
higher, while feeders advanced 25 to 
50 cents with animals averaging 1,100 
to 1,200 pounds, bringing $13 for se- 
lections. 

Poor conditions of pastures have 
checked the general feeder trade. A 
report on the condition of ranges in- 
dicate lighter feeding of cattle than 
a year ago. Receipts of 15,000 were 
2, less than the previous week, 
and 12,500 under last.‘ year’s with 
48,000 expected for this week, and 
will compare with 69,000 last year. 

Hogs were 10 to 15 cents lower for 
the week, although the average of 
$9.65 was off 30 cents from the pre- 
vious week, and was exactly the 
same as the average a year ago. 
Quality was poor with. many unfin- 
ished light weights among -the ar- 
rivals, while the spread. between the 
top and average was small.

Exchange Day. 


Last week’s unexpected announce- 
ment that 2 P.M. would. %e for the 
present adopted as the.closing hour 
on. the *Stock Exchange, instead of 
3: P. M.:as heretofore, caused dis- 
cussion everywhere in’ Wall Street as 
to whether there was any ‘precedent 
for the action, It was agreed that 
nothing of:.the kind had ever been 
done before. with the,view. of reduc- 
ing the strain on Stock Exchange 
facilities and Stock Exchange bro- 
kers. Although the fact has been 
disputed in Wall Street, there are 
veteran Wall Street men who recall 
a ‘period, forty: years or so ago, when 
the Stock Exchange did not open on 
Summer Mondays until 11 A. M. in 
order to enable members spending a 
week-end out of town to get back to 
Wall Street on Monday conveniently. 

An investigation of the Exchange 
records last week. elicited’ the fact 
that on particular occasions the 
Stock Exchange closed, whether. be- 
fore the 8 o’clock hour or for the 
whole day, for a great variety of 
causes. In 1927 the Exchange closed 
on June 13 for the reception of Lind- 
bergh on his return to*New York. 
On Jan. 24, 1925, the Exchange did 
not open unti] 10:45°A. M. to give 
opportunity to observe the eclipse of 
the sun which occurred earlier in ihe 
morning. On Aug. 2, 1921, the Stock 
Exchange did not open un 1 P.M.

Board. 

It was closed at noon on Sept.

5.per cent. issue 
is offered to holders, will remain 
open until June 8. Outstanding de-

After the great success achieved 
by the Government loan subscription 
the opinion is now held in the 
Finance Ministry that the proceeds 
of this loan will permit reimburse- 
ment by the Treasury to the bank 
large enough to extinguish entirely 
the State’s indebtedness to the bank 
after revaluation of the bank’s gold 
reserves. That will occur immedi- 
ately upon stabilization. 

In view of these conditions, it is 
generally admitted that formal sta- 
bilization and reversion to the gold 
standard cannot possibly be retarded 
much longer. For the moment, the 
Bank of France will undoubtedly con- 
tinue to import gold. Its purpose is 
principally to fight the world-wide 
inflation movement, which the bank 
believes has been produced by the 
present gold-exchange system of 
banki reserves, 

Existing tendencies on the Paris 
Bourse are causing distinct anxiety 
among the banks and in responsible 
financial circles, which do not dis- 
guise their feeling that the character 
of the present rise in prices is crazy. 
It is true French capitalists have be- 
gun to sell the stocks which have ad- 
vanced the most, but purchases from 
America and Belgium have absorbed 
such sales and prevented their full 
influence on the market. 

The continued rise of prices has 
naturally encouraged extension of 
the bull speculation in which com- 
mitments have now become pretty 
heavy. The raising of the carry-over

An interesting result of the study, 
according to Mr. Pope, was the dis- 
closure of the promptness with 
which advantage was taken of this 
period of abundant funds and low 
rates of interest to fund their ob- 
ligations into long-term issues of low 
coupon rates.

During the five-year period, pur-

I DECLINE IN PRICES 


SOBERS WHEAT WHEAT MART 


Eleventh Hour eet aon Are 
Forced Out and Market Is 
in Better Condition. 


TRADERS WATCH WEATHER 


Wheat Trading Has Decreased in 
Week, While There Has Been 
an Increase in Corn. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, May 19.—A. -decided 
change has come into the wheat 
situation within the last two weeks. 
While the Government report sus- 
tained private estimates of a sensa- 
tional situation in the Middle West, 
where there is less than half a crop 
and in some sections only a third, 
the Southwestern and Northwestern 
conditions have improved, and with 
rains all over the country the outlook 
in the Middle West is better, but a 
good crop is not anticipated. In the 
Northwest, the situation is one of 
moisture and growing weather, with 
a deficit in the subsoil moisture sup- 
ply and it is necessary for frequent 
rains throughout the season to pre- 
vent a short crop. 

With more than 50 per cent. of the 
recent advance in wheat already lost 
and with harvest in the Southwest 
likely to start inside of three weeks, 
the wheat trade has sobered up. and 
corrective measures have put prices 
in Chicago more in line with other 
markets. In Chicago, July wheat has 
declined 21% cents since April 30, 
while Liverpool has lost around 7% 
cents. 

The decline in .wheat prices has 
forced out all the eleventh hour buy- 
ers on the recent bulge and put the 
market in better condition. Trading 
which reached the highest volume of 
the year during the recent excite- 
ment has dropped off around 50 per 
cent., and sales on the Chicago Board 
of Trade have fallen off materially, 
with sales of wheat futures for the 
week 268,140,000 bushels compared 
with 321,880,000 bushels the previous 
week. A year ago the aggregate was 
202,767,000 bushels. 

While wheat trading has decreased 
corn increased with sales of 137, 
101,000 bushels, compared with 136,- 
523,000 bushels the previous week, 
but it looked small compared with 
172,789,000. bushels last year.

IMPROVED PROGRESS 


Heavy Rains Break Drouth That 
‘Had Caused Apprehension. 
in Southwest. 


BOLL WEEVIL AGAIN FACTOR 


Insects Reported In Texas and 
Elsewhere After Early Scare 
Had Died Down.

NEW ORLEANS, May 18.—While 
trading has lacked a little of the ac- 
tivity that has. characterized the 
weeks immediately preceding, busi- 
ness has been nevertheless fairly 
good in the cotton contract market 
during the past week. Prices, have 
been rather more two sided however 
and although there has been no se- 
rious recession from the levels 
reached during the preceding week 
there has been some falling off from 
the peak reached as the culmination 
of the recent advance. 

As the advance was predicated 
largely, if not altogether, om the un- 
favorable weather of the early part 


of the present month following an 
unsatisfactory April, so the falling 
off of the week under review has 
been due entirely to the better weath- 
er experienced which has held out the 
hope that the crop so long delayed in 
its start will make up at least a part 
of the backwardness now estimated 
roughly as about three weeks.

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STEEL PRODUCTION 
~ MAKING K RECORD 


BANNER YEAR LOOKED FOR 


But Producers Have Little Business 
in Hand and Must Seek New 
Orders Continuously.

PITTSBURGH, May 19.—Steel pro-| pb 


duction thus far this year has been 
about 4 per cent. above production 
in the same period last year and has 
made a new record for the time. 
With: freight car loadings the poorest 
in four years, and the poorest in 
three- years. if coal be counted. out, it 
will not be contended that the show- 
ing-of steel is a reflection of general 
trade conditions. Steel has distin- 
guished itself and the question is 
why. It is not a matter of normal 
growth, for a iong-renge comparison, 
say with 1923, aoes not indicate that 
steel is disposed to gain much in ton- 
nage year by year. It does gain in 
service, by improvements in alloying, 
heat treating, &c. Wither the dispar- 
ity should be accounted for or the 
ground should: be taken that steel is 
marked to do better this year than in 
any. other year. 

Steel ingot production is now at 
approximately an 85 per cent. rate, 
ae with the official report of 
91.29 per cent. for April and 86.76 per 
cent. in the four months. duc- 
tion.is about 5 per cent. above that 
at this date last year. Decreases 
are foreshadowed by the present rate 
of steél bookings and by the sea- 
sonal precedent, which has it that 
July. is usually the low: month of the 
year’ in steel production. Unless the 
rate next July should be 70 per cent. 
or less the showing, by. precedent, 
would be rather favorable. 

That the steel mills have reached a 
point at which they must seek poo! 
ping orders day by day, and quite 
strenuously, in order to maintain 
operations, is frankly admitted. There 
are, of course, backlogs in rails and 
in tin plate, in which business was 
done for the season, but outside of 
those lines there is little . business 
actually in hand. Orders, entirely 
new or in the form of specifications 
on contracts, are large in number 
but are. small individually and are 
not fully sufficient to maintain. the 
operating rate. 

Neither the conditions at steel 
mills, as to orders and shipments, 
nor the conditions in general trade 
furnish much suggestion as to the 
future. It is true that automobile 
production has held up better than 
expected, but the year’s activity in 
automobiles does not account for 
more steel than the average in the 
past two or three years. Fabricated 
structural steel lettings have been 
running -very light in the past few 
weeks. 

It seems certain that this year’s 
production of steel tubular goods, in- 
cluding both welded and seamless, 
will run considerably under that of 
last year. Conditions as to demand

STEEL PRICES UNCERTAIN. 


New Rates Are Not Well Maintained 
in Many Lines.

PITTSBURGH, May 19.—There is 
littlé test of steel. prices at the 
present time on account of engage- 
ments. being confined largely either 
to specifications on old contracts or 
to small lot buying in which there is 
naturally little contest as to prices.

LAKE LIQUOR WAR TO OPEN. 


Coast Guard Fleet Will Start From 
Buffalo Today. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., May 20 ®.—

gent of the Coast Guard. fleet, 
brought here: from the ‘Atlantic 
Coast on May 6, will open its activi- 
ties on Lake Erie.

SURVEY OF INDIANS ~ 
SHOWS MANY IN WANT 
Most Not Yet Adjusted to White 


Civilization, Says Report of 
Government Institate. 








WASHINGTON, May 20 ().—Con- 
trasting poignantly with the preva- 
lent slant on the American Indian 
which pictures him either as driving 
in luxurious limousines purchased 
with revenue from valuable oi] lands 
or leading a complacent life on a 
reservation, is the report of the In- 
stitute of Government Research 
made public by Secretary Work to- 
day, which declares that most of 
the Redmen are very nearly in want. 

The study, one of the most com- 
prehensive ever made of Indian af- 
fairs, was authorized by the Interior 
eects” Fs The . report covers 800 
pages. In addition to the regular 
staff of the institute, nine specialists 
assisted in the work. None of these 
was from the Department of In- 
terior, in keeping with Mr. Work’s 
desire for an impartial investigation. 

The report declares that the con- 
dition of the American Indian, so- 
cially and economically, constitutes 
a national emergency that demands 
immediate attention. It recommends 
the appropriation of more money to 
make possible the employment of a 
more competent personnel by the In- 
dian Service, and increased attention 
to social and economic problems as 
contrasted with those that are ad- 
ministrative. 

Most of the Indians, the report 
says, are poor and are not yet ad- 
justed to the dominant white civili- 
zation. Their vitality is low and 
their death rate high. Tuberculosis 
and trachoma are prevalent and liv- 
ing conditions among the majority 
of them are conducive to the de- 
velopment and spread of the disease, 
it says. 

Among those who made the survey 
were Henry Roe Cloud of the Winne- 
bago Tribe, Indian adviser and Pres- 
ident. of the American Indian Insti- 
tute; Dr. Herbert R. Edwards, Medi- 
cal Field Secretary of the National 
Tuberculosis Association; Professor 
W. Carson Ryan Jr. of Swarthmore 
College, Edward Everett Dale of the 
University of Oklahoma, Miss Mary 
Louise Mark, Professor of Sociology 
at Ohio State University; Dr. W. L.

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NEW CREDIT BUREAU 
FOR CONCRETE MEN 


Exchange Is Formed to Improve 
the General Standard of 
the Industry Here. 


D. A. LA MORTE HEADS IT 


Organizers Intend to Eliminate 


Duplication in the Preparation 
of Estimates. 


A plan for improving the general 
standard of the concrete fireproofing 
industry here has been made in the 
form of the Fireproofers’ Credit and 
Estimating Bureau, which has just 
been organized, according to Allen 
E. Beals in the current Dow Service 
Daily Building Reports. This organ- 
ization, according to its President, 
Daniel A. La Morte, who will be in 
direct charre of its operations in the 
Grand Central Terminal, is com- 
posed of the majority of the firms 
engaged in this line of work. 

“In order that there may be no 
misunderstanding as to its motives,”’ 
said Mr: La Morte, “‘you can say 


that we intend to establish a credit 
system whereby its members will be 
kept well posted and informed as to 
the financial standing and responsi- 
bility of those with whom. they do 
business. 

‘We intend also to eliminate dupli- 
cation of effort by preparing esti- 
mates through its own estimating 
bureau, whicn will take off quanti- 
ties and send ‘9 each member actual 
cost based on these quantities for 
their information and guidance. 

“The organization proposes to re- 
quire members to carry out. their 
contracts in strict accordance with 
Building Department regulations, 
plans and specifications, and terms 
of.their contracts. 

“Any reputable firm or individual 
engaged in the business of concrete 
fireproofing will be welcome to mem- 
bership. 

“The estimates sent out to its 
members will be estimated costs 
based upon the experience gathered 
from its membership, but no mem- 
ber will be compelled to use these 
costs; the member being entirely at 
liberty to take any contract at any 
rice, for either more or less than 
he estimated cost furnished by the 
bureau. 

“Any member who attempts to 
conspire with other members to con- 
trol the price. of any job, or to limit 
competition therefor, shall be pun- 
ishe b expulsion. Furthermore, 
the charter, by-laws and constitution 
will be open for inspection to any 
one interested, by arrangement with 
the President.”’ 

“This is the ninth branch of the 
building construction industry of 
New York City to organize in some 
way to stop guesswork contracting,”’ 
writes Mr. Beals. ‘‘Such contracting 
has. done more than any other one 
thing to put sub-standard construc- 
tion in the position of exaggerated 
importance, if not actual dominance, 
in this vicinity. 

‘There are as meny other trades 
still grappling with the problem of 
how best to accomplish similar re- 
sultsa nd at the same time to re- 
main within the law. But to those 
who are sufficiently far away from 
the actual scene of the trade struggle 
the present anxiety of the. building 
construction industry to get back 
into public confidence, after riding 
building investors rather roughly 
during the late national building 
emergency, appears to be nothing 
more than the growing realization 
that the building cost gory has 
already swung far back toward nor- 
mal. Those who are slow in getting 
aboard for the long swing back will 
be so far out of line in the new com- 
petition that they fear they will not 
get back at all. 

“As a matter of fact, it is not a 
question of choice so much as one 
of increasing necessity for building 
construction trades to attempt to 
compete on something beside extreme 
low price and still lower standard of 
performance. 

‘‘Bradstreet’s April, 1928, report for 
New York City, by vay of illustra- 
tion, gives some indication as to why 
this is so. Planned buildings are 
recorded as 8 per cent. below Ayjril 
one year ago, but when that month 
is compared with March of this year 
the decline is put at 23.5 per cent. 

‘‘When this record is set up against 
a production of basic building mate- 
rials calculated for the sort of de- 
mand this market developed in 1926 
and 1927, there is small wonder that, 
in spite of a plentiful supply of 
money, something besides sub-stan- 
dard construction speaks louder than 

rice, and well guided trades are
